The following is a 
statement of reasons supporting the allowable subject matter. 

As argued, the prior art of record fail to teach a navigation system/apparatus for 
providing navigation information comprising, among other limitations, a first vehicle 
having a display that is configured to adapt maneuvering instructions to provide an 
image of a ghost vehicle, in conformance with current positional data that changes 
responsive to movement of the first vehicle, to instruct a driver of the first vehicle in 
accordance with the maneuvering instructions such that the ghost vehicle is displayed 
as executing a maneuver to be executed by the first vehicle at another location that has 
not yet been reached by the first vehicle.
